Otto Jones, of Paducah, red-head¬ 
ed wanderer and “dead-beat,” 
known In half the States of the 
Union for shady practices, was kill¬ 
ed by a train at Calvert City, Ky., 
January 27th. He had just alighted 
from a freight train that had taken 
a aiding, and was standing on the 
main track, when a fast Illinois 
Central passenger train rounded a 
I curve and was ou him before he 
I knew it. 


Otto’s life was a tragedy. Ha 
ran the streets from early childhood, 
and picked up innumerable objec¬ 
tionable habits and tendencies there¬ 
from. Members of “the gang,” 
found in every large toen, thought 
it a good joke to teach the little 
“dummy” some new piece of mis¬ 
chief, so be became accomplished 
in disreputable practices. Even 
those who wished to be kind con 
tributed to his undoing—they gave 
him money frequently, and in doing 
so taught him to look to begging 
rather than to honest work for the 
wherewithal to satisfy his wants. 

When be was six or seven years 
of age he was brought to this school, 
aud attended for several sessions. 
We failed in the attempt to make 
a useful citizens of him, because the 
twelve weeks of vacation neutraliz¬ 
ed the training given tbe rest of tbe 
year. We might have won the fight 
had he not been taught to beg; he 
found that be did not need to live 
by the sweat of his brow, and after 
leaving us be put in very few days 
of honest work. He went down 
rapidly, and at the time of hie 
death bad a prison record in a 
score or more cities. No tears will 
be shed for Otto, aud yet we are 
tempted to wonder whether he was 
not, after all, as much sinned 
against as sinning .—The Keniucky 
Standard.

Manning spoke of a bill pending in 
the state legislature which,'if pass¬ 
ed, a fund would be provided 
whereby deserving pupils of our 
schools might attend Gallaudet Col 
lege Of the other bills affecting 
the deaf that are to come up, one 
will make oompulsory school at¬ 


tendance of deaf children six years 
old, instead of eight as heretofore ; 
another to compel the school dis¬ 
tricts to pay a fourth of the appro¬ 
priations that keep tbe deaf schools 
going. The main purpose of the 
latter is to draw the attention of 
the public more to the deaf. Mr. 
Manning says that there are still 
many people who are unaware of 
the existence of a deaf school. It is 
expected the deaf will benefit great¬ 
ly from this source in more ways 
than one, if tbe bill is acted upon 
favorably. 

After tbe speech making the floor 
was cleared, aud to the music of the 
“Oakland Sereuaders” orchestra 
dancing was in order. 

A good number from Youngs¬ 
town, Ohio, were attrac'ed to this 
affair of affairs, among them being 
Percy Ligon, Tony Garabarine, 
John Long, Emnett Birst, Lee Gil- 
buiy and Harry Dickinson. 

The banquet taught a iessou. 
The next one will be held elsewhere 
next year, so the doors will not 
have to be closed on anyone. 
Hotel Sohenley is suggested It is 
toe bad so many had to be turned 
away aud deprived of such a plea¬ 
sure. 

The banquet committee consisted 
of Messrs. Harry V. Zahu, chair¬ 
man, Sam Rogalsky, William 
Stewart, F. A. Leituer and Sam 
Nichols. They are to l>econgratu¬ 
lated on the great success they made 
of it.

Fall to RevoRe Lloenae of Deaf and 
Dumb Man 

EXAUINAIION HADE AS RESULT OT 

COMPLAINT RBVBAI..8 MAN AS SAFE 

AND CAREFUL OPERATOR. 

Though deaf and dumb, Michael 
Hamra, a printer of 64 Summer 
Street, was allowed to keep his 
automobile driver’s license, after 
Ireiug arraiuged on a complaint be 
fore Deputy Motor Vehicle Coro 
missiouer Gevenen here today. 

Some person, whose name officials 
refused to disclose, reported the 
man as being unfit to drive a oar. 
However, he produced evidence to 
show that he had been driving for 
two years and that he never met 
with an accident. 

Hamra, who is president of a 
local chapter of the Society for Deaf 
and Dumb, answered questions in 
writing, after reading his question¬ 
er’s lii>8. 

“I think this man has a better 
record than some normal people,” 


the commissioner declared. He 
then rode iu a oar while the man 
drove. 

A. R. Tela, official of the Ideal 
Printing Company, said that Hamra 
was possessed of an uncanny ability 
to detect faulty mechanical move¬ 
ments by vibration, saying that the 
man could tell when the papers jam¬ 
med in a press without hearing the 
warning t.ell. He said that Hamra 
was paid a higher rate of remunera¬ 
tion for his services as a pressman 
than normal employes. 

Commissioner Geveiieu said that 
he knew a man who was stone deaf, 
but who was so sensitive to vibra¬ 
tions that he never raced the motor 
of his automobile aud that he oould 
detect when a cylinder was mis¬ 
firing.

Faraday made benzine for Hie 
first time in tlie lalioratory of tlie 
RnyHl Insiimtinn, wliere lodsy Sir 
William Bragg continues the great 
seareli after trntli in otlier direc¬ 
tions. 

Benzine has lieen one of onr 
greatest benefactors, out the 
chemistry of the new compounds it 
introduced lias proved the cure of 
civilization. Benzine is easily con¬ 
verted into cartmlic acid, the 
valuable antiseptic that saves tliou- 
sands of lives, lint a “’turn of tlie 
wheel” in Hie chemist’s lalioratory 
will convert CHIliolic acid into a 
dangerous explosive, and the study 
of sucli explosive compounds, iu 
many or whicli lienzine is tlie start¬ 
ing point, has led to Hie methods of 
deHtriicfioii wliioli form tlie great 
tragedy of science. 

One year after Faraday has dis- 
coveied benzine came Hie discovery 
of aniline, whicli is today made tn 
enormous qiiantities from lienzine; 
in 1835 a German cliemist named 
Riinge discovered Hiat aniline treat¬ 
ed witli oliloride of lime produced a 
beaiitifiil liliie color, lint it was not 
until 1U5G Hiat an Englisli oliemisl, 
Sir William Henry Perkin, dis¬ 
covered aniline purple and so 
founded the immense coloi industry 
of today.— Children's Newspaper,

North East of Philadelphia, to look 
up a plaoe and building formerly 
known as the Moreltou Inn Annex, 
as a possible new site lo remove the 
Home for tbe Aged and Infirm 
Deaf to from Doylestowu. They 
found the property amply suited in 
size and style for and institutional 
home, facing closely the waters of 
tbe Delaware River, amidst a fine 
neighborhood. Tbe river is wide 
at this point and pioturesqne, view¬ 
ed from the lawn, porch and all tbe 
front windows of the spacious 
building, of which tbe lower half 
is built of brown stone and the 
upper part of brick. It has a slate 
toof that appears iu excellent ooudi 
tion. There is a drive way around 
tbe building. Back ol this oblong 
shaped stone building and facing 
tbe Btieet is auothe wooden resi¬ 
dential building iu good oondiliou 
and suitable for a large family. 
Being on the giounds, it must be 
sold with the other building, and it 
is.oniioeded that the price aske<l for 
the whole property is veiy reason¬ 
able. 

The Trustees of the Home who 
have seen the propeity are said to 
be very well impressed by it, so 
also the inspection party above 
named. 

Having thus biiefly told of Ihe 
good points iu the property, let us 
uitw franky state our chief objeo 
tions to it. 

1. The price asked 160,000, 
seems more than the P. S. A D. 
can afford, unless the Trustees can 
find a way to taise it together with 
future charges. 

2. Though eMsily accessible to 
by HUlomobile, it is not so by trol¬ 
ley or railroad, (W« admit that 
we nee<l more information on this 
point.) 

8 The main building lacks a hot- 
water or steam heating plant. 
About $3,600 would be needed to 
iustall a heating plant. 

4 The buildings oould accommo¬ 
date about 66 inmates, which is more 
than may ever be admitted to tbe 
Home as one family at a time, ow¬ 
ing to Hie cost of mHiiitenance. 
So it would be larger than needed 
at pieseut, and no part'' oonid be 
used for revenue getting while it is 
tax free. It is a serious question 
whether the Home could get along 
without State aid, if removal to this 
site. 

In oonolusinn, we like the new 
site iu Torreadale so much that we 
hope the Trustees will succeed in 
getting it—that is, if they can do it 
without relying upon the P. S A. D , 
too much for support. Some years 
ago, as President of the P S. A D., 
we advocated a new policy for tbe. 
Home—a policy of gieater iudepeu 
deuce to enable it to expand and 
grow Iu importance, even if it 
meant to free it from the Society, 
but we were not understood tlien, 
but mildly accused of wishing to 
throw the Home away. By holding 
the Home to the narrow limits, of 
the Society, Us growth is retarded 
We hold that if the Society cannot 
support the Home adequately, it is 
bad policy to keep it down. We 
shonld use foresight in this matter, 
as well as in our private bnsiness 
affairs, in order to secure thegreat- 
Mt measure of success for the 
Home. The Trustees are in the 
best position to decide what can he 
done about this matter, with the 
funds at their oominaud, therefore 
we rely upon their good judgment.
